Meetings. 


October 13, 1902. 
CHARLES A. TOMLINSON, Chairman. 
Voted, That the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treasurer, and other 
Town Officers, be accepted as printed and placed on record. 


Voted, That the Board of School Visitors of the Town of Milford, 
be, and itis hereby instructed to at once procure for this Town, a lot of land, 
not smaller than fifty by one hundred feet, within a quarter of a mile of 
Beard’s corner, so-called, in the western part of the Town, at a cost of not 
more than $150, and to at once erect thereon a school house, at an expense 
of not more than $500, and to cause a school to be maintained therein, as 
soon as practicable, and that $650 be, and is hereby appropriated to pay 
for such land and building. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be, and they are hereby authorized and 
directed to lay out a highway from the Milford Point road to Walnut 
Beach, upon such a layout as may be in their judgment most advantage- 
ous to the Town and parties in interest, and report their doings at a future 
Town meeting. 

Voted, That the repairing of the highways, bridges, railings, drains, 
walks, etc., for the ensuing year, be left in the hands of the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the sum of three thousand ($3000) dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated from the taxes payable June 1, 1903, for the 
purpose of providing a special fund to be used for the construction of a 
new consolidated school building, and, 


Voted, 'That the Treasurer is hereby directed to place such funds in 
savings banks until the same is wanted for said school building. 


Voted, That the sum of $500 be appropriated for the care and im. 
provement of the Milford cemetery for the ensuing year, said sum to be 
paid over to the Treasurer of the Milford Cemetery Association for the 
above purpose. 

Voted, That the present Board of Assessors and the present Board 
of Relief, be instructed to assess all taxable property at 100 per cent. valua. 
tion, according to the State law, and that said Board of Assessors and said

‘Board of Relief, be instructed to take the re-assessment of 1900 as a basis 
of valuation. 


Voted, That no person shall take or carry away in any one calendar 
day more than two bushels of oysters from that part of Indian River 
known as Gull Pond, nor from Wepowage River, and no oysters shall 
be taken from the Gulf Pond, nor from the Wepowage River, between the 
Ist day of May and the Ist day of October... Any person convicted of 
violating this by-law may be fined not to exceed $10. 


Voted, That this by-law shall take effect from the first day of De- 
cember next, and the Selectmen shall cause to be published a notice of the 
vote according to Section 1916, Chapter 121 of the General Statutes, Revi- 
' sion of 1902; and also shall post notices at the Gulf according to their dis- 
cretion, and, 

Voted, That the Selectmen be appointed an Oyster Committee to see 
to the enforcement of this by-law. 


Voted, That care of the public parks be left in charge of the Select- 
men, they to remove all dead trees, and set out new ones where needed. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and directed to cut the 
brush on the highways in conformity to the statutes. 


Voted, That the Tax Collector receive the sum of $400 for his ser- 
vices for the ensuing year, the same to be paid to him pro rata as he collects 
and no final settlement to be made with him by the Selectmen, until the 
sums in said book shall have been collected or the same shall have been 
abated by the Selectmen. 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer receive the sum of $300 for services 
rendered for the past year, and that the same amount be fixed as his sal- 
ary for the ensuing year. 


Voted, That the sum of nine hundred ($900) dollars be paid the first 
Selectman and Town Agent, and that the sum of two hundred ($200) dol- 
lars be paid to each of the other Selectmen as salary for services to be rend- 
ered the Town for the ensuing year. 

Voted, 'That the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars be appropriated 
for concrete walks to be expended within the limits of the Town under 
the direction and control of the Selectmen on the same conditions as here- 
tofore. 

Voted, That the sum of one-hundred and eighty-five ($185) dollars 
be appropriated for the care of the Milford Cemetery and fifty( $50) dollars 
for the care of St. Mary’s Cemetery for the ensuing year, and that the care 
of the Milford Cemetery be left in the hands of the Milford Cemetery As- 
sociation, with power to appoint a sexton for the same. 

Voted, That the Selectmen are hereby directed to keep the expenses 
of the ‘Town within its income, and that the appropriation be cut pro 
rata if it is necessary to do so. . 

Voted, That the sum of five thousand ($5000) dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated for the care of the bridges, highways and 
sluices for the ensuing year.

Voted, That the sum of fifty ($50) dollars be appropriated for Memo- 
rial Day. 

Voted, That a sum not to exceed two hundred ($200) dollars be 
appropriated to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen in the 
prevention and the detection of crime in the Town of Milford, during the 
ensuing year. 

Voted, That the Selectmen give attention to the matter of drainage 
on the highway near the residence of Hezekiah Clark. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be, and they are hereby authorized to 
sell and convey to such person who will give the most for it, by good and 
sufficient deed, the property situated on the Bridgeport Turnpike, formerly 
belonging to Curtis Prince, for such consideration as may be agreed upon 
by said Selectmen, when in their opinion it is for the best interest of the 
Town to sell the same. 

Voted, That the Selectmen withdraw the support of the Town from 
Mrs. Carl Johnson. 

Voted, That the matter of procuring electric lights be left with the 
Selectmen, and that they be appointed a committee to confer with the 
United Illuminating Co., and if deemed advisable, asum not to exceed the 
sum now expended for street lights be used for such purpose. 

Voted, That a tax of eight mills on the dollar be, and is hereby laid 
on Grand List of 1902. Said tax to be due and payable June 1, 1903.

Voted, That when legal steps shall have been taken to form a Fire 
District in the Town of Milford, that the Selectmen of said Town of Mil- 
ford be, and hereby are authorized to contract with the Milford Water 
Company to furnish water for the protection of the buildings owned by 
the Town, to wit: Town Hall, Public Schools, Public Library, Engine 
House and Churches, for a sum not to exceed three hundred ($300) dol- 
lars per year, for a period of five years, said sum to be in addition to the 
amount paid by the Fire District so formed. 


Also, that the Selectmen be, and hereby are empowered to settle 
with the Milford Water Company at a reasonable price for the use of their 
hydrants at fires, which have occured in the past.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For the year ending Sept. 15, 1903. 


PRINCIPAL'S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN: 

During the past year the work of the different: departments of our 
schools has proceeded without interruption, and under condition, for the 
most part, favorable to success. The most inconvenience was experienced 
in the Kindergarten-Primary department which was very much crowded 
during the summer term. An assistant should have been employed in 
this department as, under the conditions, it was about all one teacher 
could do to preserve orderand hold the attention of the pupils, to say 
nothing of attempting to impart instruction. 

The Seventh Grade was also somewhat crowded during the entire 
year, but the June promotions disclosed the fact that such is not likely 
to be the case during the year to come. The size of classes differ from year 
to year, and it frequently occurs, that while one igrade is quite full, other 
rooms in the building could easily accommodate more pupils. It is mani. 
festly impossible, however, to equalize the conditions, if pupils are to be 
classed according to their attainments. Iam happy to state, that after 
the June promotions there were comfortable seatings for all pupils in the 
building, and I presume the conditions will not be materially affected by 
the usual additions at the opening of schools in September. 

The work of the year last past has proceeded along the same lines 
as heretofore, but I think the time has come when we should add a mod- 
ern language to our curriculum, and preferably, German. 

In addition to the fact that a knowledge of German might appeal to 
some from a commercial point of view, it would very materially assist 
those who wish to supplement our course with further study. Besides 
adding another subject to the ten which our graduates are now able to of- 
fer at the preliminary examinations at Yale, it would greatly assist our 
young lady graduates in classing themselves in such higher institutions of 
learning as they may wish to attend. I recommend that definate action 
be taken on this matter at the October meeting. 

The subject of text books is one which is ever perennial in the work 

of the public schools, but in towns like ours where pupils have to furnish 
their own books it should be handled with care. I know it to be the desire 
of the Board, and I am heartily in accord, that books be changed as infre- 
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quently as possible, to the end that expense to the parents be saved. If, 
however, when a change is desirable it can be made when the pupils are 
passing from one grade to the next and would thus be obliged to purchase 
a new book any way, the expense can be reduced toa minimum. It is my 
opinion that much better books can be had than some of those we are 
now using, and I think it would be well for the Board to refer the matter 
to the Committee on Teachers and Schools for consideration and report. 


I am pleased to note the very thorough renovation of the interior of 
the school buildings which has been carried out during the summer under 
direction of the Committee on School Buildings and Supplies. With the 
additional care which is to be taken of the rooms during the coming year 
we shall be working under better conditions than ever before and shall 
hope for correspondingly better results. Were our building so arranged 
’ that all rooms opened into a central hall-way we could be much more sys- 
tematic in our methods of having pupils pass and repass to and from 
rooms at the opening and dismissal of school. An orderly and systematic 
method of passing has much inffluence in maintaining order and discipline 
and also makes a favorable impression upon the observer. 


Many things of this kind I should be happy to introduce into our 
work, but for the limitations of building under which we are placed. 


The accompanying roster discloses two changes in our teaching 
force for the coming year. Miss Bates and Miss Nichols succeed Miss 
Griffiths and Miss Roswell respectively. The new teachers are well quali- 
fied both by education and experience for the positions which they have 
assumed. Both come to us highly recommended, and from personal in- 
terviews with each I feel assured of their success in their new field of labor.

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REPORT OF THE ACTING SCHOOL VISITORS, MILFORD, CONN. 
For year ending September 15, 1903. 
To the Board of Education, Milford, Conn: 


GENTLEMEN : 

The foregoing report of the Principal of the Milford High School is 
accepted and forwarded in due course to the Town of Milford, through its 
Selectmen: its gist having been verified by the personal observation of the 
undersigned Acting School visitors during the year now closing. _ 


We have but little to report in addition to the summary of former 
years. Our school statistics continue to hold their average place among 
those of similar New England communities in so far at least as personal 
is concerned, both as to teachers and pupils, but our facilities for good 
school work are far below the average of similar communities because we 
still lack a suitable school building. To reach that necessity it is recog- 
nized that the town is appropriating an annual sum of $3,000.00 and 
already has quite 9 sinking fund upon which to commence future opera- 
tions. Our school rooms are very much conjested at present, and none of 
Milford’s material educational facilities are what they should be either for 
our own children, or as an inducement for others to settle amongst us: 
very year that we delay so necessary a beginning along modern lines thus 
acts upon us all in double edged severity. 


Your board is hard at work within its own premises ; they are yours, 
and if you lengthen the cords of the tent and increase its folds we are sat- 
isfied that its stakes can be strengthened for many generations of the 
future. From our own knowledge of our own children we can guarantee 
a multiple reward within our own fold if this be done; and, from reports 
of what is being done ‘‘abroad”’ through better material facilities, we are 
satisfied that all concerned will be benefitted; in that, particularly, that 
one of the factors of growth (good school ‘‘facilities’’) most necessary here, 
will, upon being provided reflect new vitality upon all of our institutions, 


As to the records during the past year we have had of scholars:

We respectfully refer to former reports as to this Board’s ideas look- 
ing towards educational improvement. We certainly need a modern 
school building sufficiently large to accommodate 600 scholars, and we be- 
lieve it can be erected for about $60,000.00, which is at the small rate of but 
$100.00 per average scholar, allowing for all the probable natural increase 
in our school census that the past demands. 

The attendance at the regular meetings of the Board during the past 
year has been full, and the sub-committees have worked out such details 
as were assigned to them, with care; expenses have been kept as nearly 
normal as possible, and would be but nominal upon a proper basis, 
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The change in the beginning of the school year from the commence- 
ment of the spring term to that of the Fall term, so as to conform to the 
practice of other communities, has now been fully inaugurated, and this 
return to our original custom is already recognized as a demonstrated ad- 
vantage. The graduating exercises of this Current year were creditable to 


all concerned and fitted the usual school curriculum much better than the 
abandoned calendar did. 


We have lost two excellent teachers during the past year through 
the reprehensible practice of outside inspection by agents and teachers of 
foreign schools looking for their own betterment and discourtesy, taking 
advantage of our good offices to electioneer our personal away at an offer 
of higher wages, or easier berths. ‘This practice which has recently grown 
into positively bad manners required special action on the part of your 
Board, and it is on record in a resolution aimed against such methods as 
prejudicial to good order and high grade school ethics. We recongize the 
right of all concerned, through legitimate channels, to advance, but it 
certainly is unbecoming for outside communities to invade a neighbor’s 
premises for the sole purpose of selecting its own best material and tempt- 
ing its defection while under the cover of a mere friendly visit as if simply 
to see our system at its practical working.

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REPORT OF TOWN HEALTH OFFICER. 


The following diseases have occurred in Milford since Aug. 31, 1902. 

Measles, six cases. All of them occurring in the Woodmont district. 
A family in that district was visited by some friends from New Haven, 
immediately after the return of the New Haven friends, they had measles. 
After the usual time, after exposure, the Woodmont family had measles. 
The child was attending school, and exposed many of the scholars before 
the rash appeared. As this was the first case it was quarantined, and 
what few cases developed, came from the school exposure. It was fortu- 
nate that the cases were confined to that district. One family was disin_ 
fected for measles. 

Number of cases of Scarlet Fever, ten, not of a severe form, scattered 
over different sections of the town. Many of the cases may have been 
contracted, by children or adults, going to the adjoining cities. One case 
occurred in the boys camp, at Walnut Beach. There were about sixty 
boys in the camp. The young man was removed and the camp disin- 
fected. No more from those exposed. 

Number of houses, disinfected for Scarlet fever, nine. 

Number of cases of Diphtheria, fourteen. All were children. 

The spread may have been due to the careless use of pencils, at school 
by putting them in the mouth while at study, or the habit of wetting the 
finger, by touching the finger tips to the tongue while turning the leaves o¢ 
a book. No scholar should put any part of a pencil to the mouth that is 
used in a public school. Also, the use of the same drinking cup may cause 
diphtheria. Before use the cup should be rinsed, and where there is run- 
ning water, the cup should be under a stream continually. Also the prac- 
tice of passing any whistle or mouth piece from one child to another 
should be discouraged. By accident, I discovered two cases of diphtheria 
in a Polish family in the west district, who had no attending physician. 
I found the children about the house, with well marked symptoms of 
diphtheria. Other children were attending school. I quarantined the 
house, disinfected and in due time they went toschool. Had the cases re- 
mained undiscovered, the well children would have continued attending 
school, and those ill would have gone to school long before recovery, as the 
mother did not consider them very sick. In that way many Cases spread 
and no one knows where the disease was contracted. 

Number of houses disinfected for diphtheria, eighteen. 

No cases of Membranous Croup. Occasionally one of Whooping 
Cough. 
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Number of cases of Typhoid Fever, eight. Scattered; casse ocurring 
at different portions of the year. No direct cause could be found for any 
of them; some of them supposed to have been contracted while away 
from home. Number of cases disinfected, five. 

No cases of Cerbro-Spinal Fever or Smallpox. 

Nuisances, number of complaints, fifteen ; all abated. 

Disposal of Garbage and Sewerage, same as in the past. 

All the school houses have been inspected and fumigated, except the 
graded school in the village, which did not need fumigation, as the walls 
have been thoroughly scraped and kalsomined, and all wood work painted 
or varnished and floors well scrubbed. It as not been in as good condition 
for years. All the other school buildings have been cleaned and put in 
fine condition. 

The sanitary condition of the public buildings is good, except in 
some of them the ventilation is extremely poor, especially the Town Hall. 
The windows cannot be lowered as they should be, because the air extin- 
guishes the lamps. Now as electric light is in use I would suggest, 
that the hall be lighted by electricity, and currents of air would not affect 
the light. Also the Parish House and Chapel of the First Church require 
~ a better system of ventilation. 

The water supply is from the public water and wells. Occasionally 
a person may have a good well of water, but nine cases out of ten, the 
public water is purer and safer. 

The ice ponds are all satisfactory. 

The milk supply is satisfactory, and of good quality. The milk 
producers are particular with the care of their cows. Ido not know of any 
sickness that has come from impure milk, nor any case of tuberculosis, ac- 
quired from tuberculosis milk.

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REPORT OF THE TAYLOR LIBRARY, 


ENDING SEPTEMBER 1, 1903. 


To the Town of Milford: 


I have the honor to submit the ninth annual report of the Taylor 
Library for the year ending September 1, 1903. 

The circulation of the library has 'dropped from 33,088 books drawn 
during the year ending September 1, 1902, to 31,618 volumes for the past 
year. This loss in circulation arises from the fact that many of our former 
patrons who live quite a distance from the library have obtained books 
from other sources, as appears by our Librarian’s report hereunto annexed. 

There has been an increase of nine-five cards issued to persons dur- 
ing the year, making the total number of cards issued 2,117. 

The Treasurer’s report is hereunto annexed and shows a balance on 
hand of $103.14. All bills presented against the library have been paid, 
except the coal bill for the ensuing year. 

W. S. Chase has performed the duties of librarian and janitor, for 
which services he has been paid the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars. 
He has also performed extra work for which the association has paid him 
fifty ($50) dollars. 

It will be observed from the Librarian’s report that the library has 
received during the year 190 new books, being the gift of private parties in 
part, and in part from the State of Connecticut.

I have received for fines, $57.10, which has been turned over to the 
Treasurer. 95 new cards have been issued, making a total of 2,117 to date. 
Twelve transients have deposited one dollar and received cards, but all 
with one exception, have wished it back on leaving town. The additions 
have not been quite as numerous as in past years, but they have been do- 
nated 190 volumes, many of which are rare and valuable. We are also in” 
debted to several for additional copies of extra magazines. We have re™ 
ceived the Journal and Courier, the Leader iand the Citizen, regularly, by 
courtesy of the publishers. There has been apparently no decrease in the 
number of visitors. I would recommend to the Library Committee that a 
stand be placed in the hall to accommodate the Vistor’s Register. In this 
way it would be more accessible. 


You will observe that our circulation has dropped off a little during 
the past year. I think this is accountable to the fact that a number of our 
subscribers have obtained books on the club system; also to the existence 
of a Tabard Inn Library at Woodmont, which has served most of our sub- 
scribers there. Otherwise the conditions remain about the same.

INFORMATION RESPECTING THE ASSOCIATION. 


This Association has for its principal objects the care, improvement 
and enlargement of the grounds of the present Milford Cemetery. 

The officers consist of a President, Six Directors, Treasurer, Assistant 
Treasurer, and a Secretary who serve without compensation. 

The Association is authorized to receive and care for any funds that 
may be given in trust, either by will or otherwise, by any person or persons 
from time to time, for the purpose of providing for the perpetual care and 
improvement of private lots or for the general care and improvement of 
the cemetery. 

The Board of Directors have entire control and management of the 
affairs of the Association. By authority of the Directors a survey and 
map of the grounds of the entire Cemetery has been made and filed with 
said Association. The title to certain. properties adjacent to the Cemetery 
has been acquired, which at some future time will be added thereto. 

This Association has thirty-six members.

Pe Report of the Secretary of the Arctic Engine __ 


Company, No. 1, Milford, Conn., 


For the Year Ending, July 31, 1903. 


On August 1, 1902, the total active membership of Arctic Enging’ 


Co., No. 1, was fifty. Since then we have added five new members; one 


exempt member has been reinstalled as an active member; one member 


_ has died ; two members have been made exempt at their request, and one 


member has been excused from active duty while residing out-of-town. 
This makes an actual gain of two active members, which places the total 
active membership at fifty-two. 

The apparatus of this company consists of one hand engine, two 
hose jumpers, one hook and ladder truck, one parade carriage and about 
1,000 feet of hose. Also the chemical engine which was bought for the 
Woodmont Company by the Town of Milford. 

During the year there were five fires, viz: 

December 29, 1902, alarm wasrung in at 2.45 a.m. Fire was in 
Gunn’s Block destroying B. B. B. Gregory’s Bakery and partially con- 
suming Higby’s Drug Store. The Post Office was also slightly damaged. 

January 14, 1903, alarm was run in at 8.50 p. m. for fire at Washing- 
ton Bridge. This was nothing but a brush fire and no damage resulted. 

March 16, 1903, alarm was rung in at 10.30 a.m. Fire in small house 
n the rear of Silver Shop. Only slight loss resulted. 

April 4, 1903, alarm was rung in from box No. 42 at 5.25 p.m. The 


fire was found to be in the chimney of S. E. Frisbie’s house. No damage 
resulted. 
July 28, 1903, alarm was rung in for fire at Baldwin’s Shoe factory. 


| Fire was extinguished before the arrival of the engine. Slight damage. 


The Fire Department has been seriously handicapped in its work at 
fire in the past on account of the scant supply of water found in most in- 
stances, together with the unsettled state of affairs as to the use of the 
water hydrants for this purpose. 

Under the present conditions this Department is not allowed to use 
these hydrants without first obtaining permission to do so in eachinstance 


and this has in some cases caused delays. These delays, while they have 


not as yet in themselves resulted seriously, may at some future time cause 
a heavy loss to someone. 

It is earnestly hoped, therefore, that some action be taken at the next 
Town meeting to make arrangements with the WaterCompany whereby 
these hydrants can be used in cases of fire, and not wait until the un- 
foreseen has happened. . 
ae: The Fire Company is also very much in need of about 500 feet more 
of hose, as a portion of the present hose is in poor condition. This addi. 
tional hose would enable the Company to do more efficient work at future 
fires, and we trust that the matter of purchasing the same will also be 


taken up at the next Town meeting.
